The attorney for the New 
Orleans Aviation Board ' has 
been charged with illegal use 
of §50,000 belonging to District 
Attorney Jim Garrison's 
mother. 

The lawyer, Robert G. 
Haik, was freed on $2,500 
bond and the case was allot- 
ted today, to the court of 
Giminal District Judge Mal- 
colm V. O’Hara. 

The bill of information 
against Haik was filed Mon- 
day by Assistant Dist. Atty, 
William R, Alford Jr. It con- 
tained few details. 

The bill charges that on 
June 11, 1969, Haik “unlawful- 
ly and intentionally did take 
and use U,$. currency in the 
amount of $50,000 belonging to 
Jane Gardinicr without her 
consent but without the inten- 
tion to deprive said Jane 
Gardinier of said IIS, curren- 
cy.* 

Mrs- Gardinier lives in 
Mississippi,
